Memphis, Tenn.., April 7.—[Special.J—As a 
result of the two weeks’ flood in the Missis- 
sippi valley 30.000 persons are homeless, 2,000

These figures were arrived at tonight by 
government engineers and officials of state 
levee boards engaged in battling the Missis- 
sippi flood.

Flood waters swept fertile Arkansas fields

Tonight great numbers of persons marooned 
on roofs of houses and in trees have been 
ken out of the flooded district in boats. 
Probably many more are in peril.

TAKEN IN PACKED SUIT CASE 


Thieves, believed to have been employed 
by political enemies, stole a big suit cass 
containing wearing apparel and important 
private correspondence and papers from the 
apartments of Gov. Woodrow Wilson at the 
Hotel Sherman yesterday afternoon. He 
departed for Syracuse, N. Y., in the even- 
ing with only the clothes he wore. 

The presidential candidate was disturbed 
when he discovered his loss, but asserted 
there was nothing in the case that he would 
fear to show to any interested person or to 
the country at large. 


Governor Talks of Robbery. 

„The robbery will greatly inconvenience 
me, asserted the governor, but whoever 
obtained the papers and correspondence will 
be greatly disappointed. While the corre- 
spondence is of a nature which necessaril; 
should be considered private between the 
writers and myself, there is nothing but may 
be published without-doing me harm. 

A great deal of the correspondence deals 
with the campaign I am waging, as do the 
other documents which were stolen. As a 
matter of fact the most valuable things 
which the burglars will find in the sultcase

EXPER’ ND OF THIRTY. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, April 7.—While dozens of mili- 
tant suffragets are languishing in cells in 
Holloway jail during the brilliant Easter va- 
cation, a little band of women fifteen miles 
away are trying to prove by a method far 
removed from the Pankhurstian window 
smashing crusade that women have a useful 
vocation other than the purely domestic one. 

For the first time men and women are sol- 
diering together on equal terms. The second 
London d@ivision of the territorial army's 
supply corps are camped for Waster training 
at Radlett, in Herts. Attached te them isa 
company, thirty strong, of the women’s sick 
and wounded conwoy corps. 

There is no joke about it. The women are 
in earnest about the work. There is no levity 
or frivolity about it, and they are as keen 
about the work as the crew of a battleship. 


Camp in Shipshape Fashion. 

The women detrained at Radlett yesterday, 
where they met the commander in chief, Mrs. 
Stobart, and marched to the camp. They 
erected their own tents, dug out their camp 
oven, and had everything in shipshape in haif 
an hour, -- Sentries were then posted and at 
night they marched on their beats, carrying 
electric torches. Orderly officers made the 
rounds. at .10.o’clock.to see that every one 
at in bed and to stop all talking. 

Reveille was sounded at 6 o'clock this 
morning and all paraded. At 7 there was an 
hour’s drill, much of it at double quick time. 
Three men are attached to the corps as in- 
structors and to attend to the supplies and 
transport for the convoy. 

When the women with their light wagons 
were paraded a woman soldier took her place 
in each wagon alongside a man as second 
in command. Miss Streatfield on horseback 
rode in command of the women. 


Go Through Army Tactics. 

The women soldiers who remained in camp 
were taken out and put through a stretcher 
rill, doing such stunts as carry ing an in- 
structor on a stretcher over all sorts of ob- 
stacles, such as wire fences and ditches. 
They also carried supposed w ounded men and 
set fractures hastily from any sort of ma- 
terial that could be procured, guch as fence 


rails.

The governor left his rooms, shared with 
him by Secretary Measday, at 10:40. He wor- 
shiped at the Fourth Presbyterian church, 
after which he kept his dinner engagement. 
A maid who straightened up the apartments 
at 11:30 said the suit case was then on a chair. 

Mr. Measday was in the rooms afterwards 
and when he left at about 2:10 p. m. said 
the suit case in the governor's room had not 
been disturbed. He had misplaced the key 
and went to the office to tell the clerk to have 
the door locked. 


Discovers Loss of Suit Case. 

The clerk misunderstood him and thinking 
he wanted the door of the Wilson headquar- 
ters on the parlor floor unlocked sent a bell- 
boy to these rooms. The boy did not visit the 
xovernor's private suite. — 

Gov. Wilson returned to the hotel at 2:55 p 
m. and hurried to his aaprtments to Seas 
packing. He found his toilet articles, in- 
cluding silver backed brushes, on the dresser, 
but the suit’case was gone. 

A few minutes afterwards his visitors 
called and they joined in the fruitless search. 
The hotel management was notified and 
house detectives got busy. 

Gov. Wilson considered it strange that the 
thieves had taken only his suitcase and had 
left his toilet articles on the dresser. They 
also ignored a smaller traveling bag in Mr. 
Measday's room. 

Besides the correspondence and papers in 
the suitcase were Gov. Wilson's evening 
clothes. an assortment of linen, and several 
scarf pins, which he said had a sentimental as 
well as intrinsic value. 


FIND NEW YORK EDITOR DEAD: 
CHARGE WIFE WITH HOMICIDE. 


Body Has Four Scissor Stab Wounds 
and Woman Tells Conflicting Stories 


as to Their Origin. 


New York, April 7.— Walter J. Snyder, 
managing editor of the periodical, Sports of 
the Times, was found dead in the bath tub 
of his apartments today with four stab 
wounds near his heart. His wife was ar- 
rested later and charged with homicide. 
According to the police Mrs. Snyder said she 
was holding a pair of seven inch scissors 
when her husband attempted to embrace her 
and the scissors accidentally penetrated his 
bod 

Coulee Hellenstein. after questioning the 
woman, said Mrs. Snyder had made several 
confiicting statements in regard to the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the editor's death, 
as well as about her own antecedents. 

According to Assistant District Attorney 
Strong, in a statement made to him Mrs. 
Snyder said her husband had grasped her 
hand when she had tie stissore im It and 
stabbed himself.

Primary Campaign Today in. 
Gannon’s District. 


TAFT AIDS SEE VICTORY 


Gubernatorial Contests on Both 
Sides Bring la Many 
| Issues. 


LORIMERISM ONE OF FACTORS 


The Illinois direct primary campaign closes 
tonight with interest at white heat over the 
presidential indorsement, Republican and 
Democratic, and with the governorship nom- 
ination at stake between eight battling Re- 
publicans and four belligerent Democrats. 

All over the state between 6 o’clock tomor- 
row morning and 5 o'clock in the afternoon 
the polls will be open. The Republican and 
Democratic contests are without precedent 
in the state for bitterness. Never has there 
been so many offices to confront the votet 
on the ballot, and never has there been such 
a staggering field of candidates. 

The list starts with the advisory vote for 
president of the United States—the first test 
of the kind in Illinois, by virtue of the direct 
presidential preference act passed at the last 
moment by the extraordinary session of the 
general assembly. 
directly a full list of state, congressional, 
legislative and county candidates. 


Both Sides Confident, 

The forecasts and the guesses are as nume - 
ous and as varied as aré the can 
Extravagant claims were: iseued from 
campaign managers, who worked at feverish 
speed all of Easter Sunday, and nothing if 
conceded by anybody interested. 

Only the Prohibitionists and Socialists are 


quiescent. They are forced to go to the direct 
primary just as are the Republicang and 
Democrats. In évery case practically there 
is no contest for place on these tickets, and 
the result is a foregone conclusion. There th 
but one set of candidates among the Prohibi- 
tionists, and the Socialists have named their 
candidates by their own referendum.

He closes his spectacular charge into the 
prairies for che Illinois delegates at Uncle 
Joe Cannon's doorstep in Danville, with « 
few hours only intervening until the polls 
shall open. 


Wilson Ends Campaign Here, 

Woodrow Wilson terminated his invesion 
of Illinois yesterday afternoon, starting for 
the east possessed of the confidence that the 
fifty-eight delegates at the Peoria state con- 
vention will be bound to him by instructions.

DECLARES TAFT MANAGER. 


Col. Smith Asks Why Colonel Ignores 
Tariff—Claims Big Lead for President 
in New York, 


Col. Frank L. Smith, TWinols campaign 
inanager for President Taft. last night issued 
his final pre-primary statement. declaring 
that Col. Roosevelt had refused to aceept 
the issues of the campaign, end that his IIli- 
nois speaking tour wasa last attempt to make 
a showing. 

In bis statement Mr. Smith took up the New 
York ‘situation, denying the claims of the 
Roosevelt men that the delegation there is 
almost equally divided, and claiming eighty- 


‘three of the ninety delegates for Taft. 


lt has come to my knowledge,” said Col. 
Smith, that New York supporters of Col 
Roosevelt are flooding Illinois with telegrams 
saying Roosevelt will have large support 
in the New York delegation to the Repub- 
lican national convention. As a matter of 
fact I know positively President Taft will 
have at least eighty-three out of New York’s 
ninety votés at the Chicago convention. 

All contested districts in New York went 
for President Taft by an average vote of 
8 to 1. There is no chance for a contest. 
The flooding of Illinois with these mislead- 
ing telegrams at this time shows the Roose- 
velt cause in our state is regarded as des- 
perate by his. fhanagers. 

“In his eleventh hour trip through the 
state Col. Roosevelt continues to ignore the 
issues of the day before the people. Col. 
Roosevelt, in all of his many speeches in 
the last few. weeks, has refused in any way 
to discuss the tariff question. 

„Here is a question of vital importance. It 
affects every one. the wage worker and the 
capitalist alike.

d) The proposal contemplates that upon 
being so repassed the act shall still remain 
unconstitutional until submitted to and ap- 
proved by the people—the suggestion of Mr. 
Roosevelt being that a period of two years 
‘intervene to give. the people time to deliber- 
ate. 


Really Proper Rule by People. 

„The function of the court is to decide; 
to invade that function would be more or 
less revolutionary. But the function to 
make and unmake, alter and amend the 
constitution under which they live still re- 
mains with the people; to impair that func- 
tion would be equally revolutionary. 

What Mr. Roosevelt really proposes is 
that the people shall exercise a method of 
altering. and amending their constitution 
more adaptable than the one now in vogue— 
not ap easier method, but a more adaptable 
| meth 

0 Let me diustrate what I mean with the 
New York workingmen's compensation act. 
The constitution contains the clause that 
life, liberty, or property shall not be taken 
except on due process of law that pro- 
hibition is one of our wisest constitutional 
guarantees. The Court of Appeals held that 
the workingmen’ s compensation act was, in 
éeffect,‘a taking of property without due 
process of law.’ That was a concrete in- 
stance where this wise constitutional guar- 
anty worked out a public misfortune. To 
strike out the constitutional prohibition en- 
tirely by an amendment would not do—that 
prohibition has too important a function to 
perform in the regulation of men's affairs 
in society to be stricken out. 


Let Both Stand His Solution. 

But to permit that prohibition to stand as 
a bar against such acts as the workingmen's 
compensation act is something also not right; 
the workingmen’s compensation act has also 
a too important function to perform in the 
regulation of men’s affairs in society to. be 
stricken out as unconstitutional. Let both 
stand—that is the ideal solution. And to do 
this let an act such as the workingmen’s 
compensation act, when found to be uncon- 
stitutional as the constitution now stands, 
be regubmitted to the legislature, and if re- 
passed be submitted to the people at some 
subsequent election (the precise formula of 
altering or amending the constitution as now 
provided), whereupon, the people. having so 
voted, the constitution stands so amended 
that the given act of the legislature sub- 
mitted, and such amendments or altera- 
‘tions of the same as come within its original 
scope, become constitutionally excepted 
from the constitutional prohibition—the con- 
stitutional prohibition, in all other respects, 
standing as before. 

Indeed, in substance Mr. Roosevelt's 
proposition is pothing more than a method of 
adjusting the constitution to the needs of the 
times as they arise without interfering 


with its wholesale guaranties in any other 
respect, and will some day, I believe, be ac- 
cepted as a better way of readapting our 


constitution to the needs of the times than

They left behind, ready for 
use tomorrow modcning, ballots and election 
machines for the 1.337 precincts in the coun- 
ty. Karly this morning judges and clerks of 
election from all parts of the county will 
begin their pilgrimage to the city hall to get 
material wherewith to work tomorrow, 

Rows of packages containing the ballots, 
registration lists, stationery, etc., line the 
long tables in the commissioners’ office. The 
force of men has been working for the last 
two or three days arranging the ballots and 
other necessary contents of the packages, 
tying them up. addressing them, and placing 
them in position by wards and precincts. 


Presidential Ballots Delay Work. 

It Was not until last night that the packages 
could be made ready. for the last little bailot 
slips, which were jegalized only a few days 
ago, did not come from the printer until late 
yesterday. These were the presidential pri- 
mary ballots The presidential ballot is a 
most insignificant document, the Democratic 
slip containing oniy two names-—-Champ 
Clark and Woodrow Wilson—and the Re- 
publican three names—William Howard 
Taft, Theodore Roosevelt, and Robert. M. 
La Follette. 


“All Ready” Says Stuart.

Dorothy Lynmore Recovers

— Consciousness and Tells 
. Vain Hunt for Work. 


HAD NO FOOD FOR 2 DAYS. 


— 
Tramp from Sixty-third Street to 
Loop Ends in Fall at a 
Policeman’s Feet. 


Seventeen year old Dorothy Lynmore had 


recovered sufficiently yesterday under the 


care of nurses at St. Luke's hospital to tell 
her story. It was a story of starvation on 
Chicago's streets. 

Late Saturday afternoon the girl had faint- 


ed at South Clark and Harrison streets. She 


fell at the feet of a policeman, who endeav- 
ered to revive her. She began to talk, but 
het words were incoherent. It was the lan- 
guage of delirium, and the big bluecoat called 
an ambulance. into which she wes lifted. 

At the hospital she again lapsed into un- 
consciousness, but the physician who came to 
her side found it easy to tell the cause of her 
weakness. 

Starvation, he said, as he felt the flick- 

ering pulse. 

It was not until she had been strengthened 
by food that Dot,” as she called herself, 
was asked to tell a nurse the events of the 
last few cays and those leading up to them. 
Even then she was not pressed to tell the 
whole story at once. She gave it little by 
little, and the rurse pieced it together. 


Story of Her Wanderings. 

Two Weeks aso the girl left New York. 
Her father died several years ago, and when 
her mother died she determined to start for 
Los Angeles, where there were friends to 
help her, She had been working as a house- 
keeper and her savings amounted to $20. 

- She €etermined to Mork her way to the 
west coast by stopping in Chicago, Kansas 
City, and Denver and earning sufficient to 
carry her to the next point. 

Becoming acquainted with a woman on the 
train coming into Chicago she was told of 
a possibie place as housekeeper at Ham- 
mond, Ind. When she went to the address 


the position had been filled. Her capital 


then was 84. Unaccustomed to the search 
for work, she began a house to house canvass 
that brought no results. Two days she rpent. 
this way, the cost of beds in rooming houses 
and of food in cheap restaurants threaten- 
ing to extinguish her capital. 

On the third day her story brought her 
tome aid. It was the offer of a small room 
at the residence of a Mrs. Gross, near Sixty- 
third and Carpenter streets. Dot did 
not know the exact address. Mrs. Gross said 
she could occupy the room until she obtained 
work. Her capital then was $1.50. 


Two Days Without Food. 

The most meager meals wiped this out 
last Thursday. Friday she spent without 
food during a hopeless round of the down- 
town employment agencies. At one of 
them she heard of the state freeemployment 
bureau, which asks no deposit in advance. 

It was on North Clark street. she was 
told, and on Saturday she started to walk 
to the loop distri¢t from Sixty-third street. 
She had hago breakfast ang weakness com-

rison street, but to her eyes it suddenly be- 
came dark. Then she woke up with a nurse 
bending over her. 

She was asked why she had in her pocket 


a slip of paper with the name of e deadly 


poison written on it. 

“No, no,” she said, “I wouldn't do that. 
I was hysterical and did not know what I 
was doing 

Today when Miss Lynmore’s strength re- 
turns further she will be asked more ques- 
tions and telegrams probably will be sent 
to her friends in New York and Los Angeles.

HOME RULE BILL 


Andrew Bonar Law to Lead 
Demonstration at Belfast 
Tomorrow. 


NO NEED FOR TROOPS. 


Over 100,000 Men Will Parade 
Streets and Possibility of 
Trouble Is Remote. 


LONDON, April 7.—Belfast is to have an- | 


other great anti-home rule demonatration on 
Easter Tuesday, two days before the date set 
for the introduction of the home rule bill in 
the house of commons. 

This time there will be no neecssity of mov- 
ing troops into the city, as was the case when 
Winston Spencer Churchill, first lord of the 
admiralty, held his now historic meeting in 
the chief town of Ulster. 

An Irish member, to make sure Belfast 
would not again be put under what practically 
amounted to martial law, asked the question 
in the house of commons the other day. 


| Augustine Birrell, the Irish secretary, replied 


he thought the Nationalists could be de- 
pended upon not to interfere with free speech. 


Law to Head Demonstration. 


The head and center of the demonstration 
is Andrew Bonar Law, leader of the Unionist 
party. While he will be speaking before the 
bill is introduced, it is expected by that time 
the scope of the measure will be well known. 

Even now the intentions of the government 
have been pretty fully explained except in 
regard to the disposal of the customs and 
excise. The bill will not be issued until after 
the prime minister has delivered his speech 
introducing it. 

The demonstration, in which 150,000 men 
will take part, will be held at the Royal Ulster 
Agricultural society's grounds.

The men have been carefully drilled so 
the parade shall pass off without any hitch.

WOMEN SHUN POLITICAL TALK 


Only 12 Members of Race Better- 
ment League at Meeting. 
FORTY CANDIDATES APPEAR. 


; 


Bring Their Wives, Who Become Part 
of Meager Audience. 


At a meeting of the Race Betterment league 
in the Hotel Sherman last night forty candi- 


dates appeared by invitation to speak, and 


there were fewer than a dozen women to 
listen. 

The meeting was called by President Mrs. 
Minona S. Jones of the league to ratify a 
state ticket recently indorsed by the organ!l- 
gation. The candidates, or their representa- 
tives, who gratefully accepted the women's 
approval, attended mostly alone, a few with 
escort parties, some with wives. 


Three Members Convene. 

When Mrs. Jones called the meeting to 
order at 8 o'clock there were twenty candk- 
dates in the room, the secretary of the league, 
three faithful members, four young women 
musicians, Mr. Jones, and a reporter for 
TRE TRIBUNE. The other office seekers ar- 
rived later. Between 8 and 10 o'clock there 
was a constant arrival and departure of poli- 
ticians—one movement as strong as the 
other. Mrs Jones explained why the league 
has approved Mr. Dunne for the governor- 
ship. 

„Caldwell isn't progressive enough,” she 
gald. Alschuler wouldn't come out on rec- 
ord as to jackpots. And Deneen, the present 
incumbent, is thoroughly unsatisfactory be- 
cause there are no women members on the 
boards controlling the insane asylums, deaf 
and dumb institutions, and the other state 
boards.

The first speaker introduced by Mrs. Jones 
was Rome Bonaparte Pullen, who appeared 
for Mr. Dunne. Mr. Pullen made a try at 
humor, but as his remarks brought not a 
smile he told of the establishment of the 
Democratic party by Thomas Jefferson and 
reviewed the geography of Illinois. After 
a brief forty-five minute speech Mr. Pullen 
said: 

“I’m sorry that I will have to fight you 
ladies before I go. But I want to speak in 
opposition to your candidate for bailiff of 
Municipal court. I speak for a man who is 
undoubtedly the most efficient on the ticket. 
I speak for my friend, Mr. John P.——” 

“You're out of order.“ cried Mrs. Jones, 
and cut him off. Frank Comerford, candi- 
date for the lieutenant governorship, then 
spoke. Next was John E. Delaney, a re- 
porter on a morning newspaper, who is out 
for congress. Mr. Delaney advocated an in- 
vestigation of the Supreme court, a revision 
of the Sherman act, and a bill to prevent in- 
termarriage of races. Frank Moore, can- 
didate for a membership on the board of 
equalization; Miss Belle Squire, president of 
the No Vote, No Tax league; and Henry M. 
Ashton, who wishes to represent the Third 
senatorial district, followed.

Illinois mine operators and miners are join- 
ing with others throughout the country to in- 
duce congress to pass the bill for an investi- 


Repr tative Martin D. Foster of Illinois, 
chairman of the house committee on mines 
and mining. 

It is hoped that the inquiry will make im- 
possible any serious difference between oper- 
ators and miners which would cause a na- 
tion wide strike. 

“The coal mining industry is one of the 
most powerful agencies in the general wel- 
fare of the nation,“ said Representative 
Foster today. It has grown too rapidly 
for orderly development, and the result is 
certain unfavorable conditions which might 
be remedied by the work of such a com- 
mission as I propose. 

“The bill which I have introduced into 
congress provides, first, that the commis- 
sion: shall inquire into the general condition 
of labor employed in the mining industry, 


and especially as to the safety of mining and 


the methods of more efficient mining and the 
conservation of the minerals of the country. 
The loss of from 2,500 to 3,000 men each year 
in the*coal mines would indicate the neces- 
sity of such an inquiry. 

Further, it provides an inquiry into any 
methods which have been tried in any state 
or in any foreign country for maintaining 
mutually satisfactory relations between em-

When the 
civil war broke out he marched south with 
the Seventy-second Illinois, one of the board 
of trade regiments. 


Founds Firm After War. 

At the close of the war he started a part- 
nership under the name of Dale 4 Helland 
at 118 South Clark street. Burned out in 
the great fire of 1871, he went to Desplaines 
and Madison streets as the head of the firm 
of Helland & Renney. The present compan) 
was incorporated five years ago. 

The old druggist’s breakdown started with 
a trolley car accident fifteen years ago. His 
arm was dislocated and he received a nervous 
shock from which he never fully recovered. 
His wife, Miss Sarah Sexton, sister of his 
regimental colonel, gied nearly twenty years 
ago. There survive a brother and two sisters

Church Is Mighty Force. 


To attempt to argue the fact of the resur- 
rection,” Bishop Samuel Fallows said in his ser- 
mon m the St. Paul's Reformed Episcopal 
church, in order to settie intellectual doubts, is 
in reality as much in place as to attempt to 
argue the fact that a little over 100 years ago 
thie nation was born. The nation is here and is 
marching to the front. The church of Jesus 
Christ, founded on the truth of his resurrection, 
is here and is the mightiest force in the world 
today.” 

“There is a present tendency toward a dis- 
tinct reaction against thinking of the life to 
come and we are growing more and more every 
day to consider only the life that now is,” said 
Bishop William Fraser McDowell at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago religious services in Mandel hall. 
“There is even a protest against the hymns 
which refer to the future state,” he continued. 
“And this is a rather whoresome reaction, I 
think, because it calls our attention to the life 
that now is. Some of our fathers overempha- 
sised heaven and hell of the future and shut 
their eyes to the heaven and hell that are on 
earth now.”

Economical Housekeeping 


The Louisiana Pecan. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


EW ORLEANS, La., April 7.— The pecan 
tree, with the fig and the pomegranate, 
were prominent features of the landscape 
on many an old southern plantation. In 
the sweetmeat making of the Creole the 

nut meats of the pecan play an important part 
to thie day. 

No Creole wedding formerly was celebrated 
without pecan nougat towering aloft in pyra- 
mids. To make this the pecans were chopped 
very fine and added to a sirup of caramelized 
sugar, the whole in some cases being rolled 
very thin. But: for the wedding pyramid it 
Was poured into round greased miolds of dif- 
ferent sizes. After it had cooled ‘these were 
removed from the molds, inverted, and piled 
up like the layers of wedding éake. After a 
little they adhered and made a quite solid 
pyramid. 

— 

I never have seen a thing in print about 

this custom, but after one woman had told 


me about it, another, whom 1 questioned, most 


enthusiastically described how high these were 
sometimes made, 

The pecan pralifie is far and away, the nicest 
of the pralines made. The old praline women 
have mostly disappeared from the streets of 
the old French quarter of New Orleans, but 
the best confectioners now make this. praline, 
The inexpensive candy makers make expansive 
cakes called pralines, which look anything but 
inviting, but they rarely use the always elegant 
seeming pecan, 

Pecan Pralines I.—Put your shelled pecans 
in little piles on a greased marble table and 


pour over them brown sugar which has been | 


cooked until it spins in many, many th ds, 
was the simply direction given me by ‘the 
daughter of an old Creole family, who reveres 
New Orleans and all things that pertain to it 
as does almost no one else whom. I have met. 

In that beautiful little New Orleans story, 
“Lady Jane,” the little lame girl sits alone 
at home, cracking and sorting into three piles 
of different grade the pecans. The best of these 
her mother uses for the bonne pralines which 
she makes and sells.

The nuts must be freshly peeled and c 
the best pralifies, one pound of nuts yielaine 
one-half a pound of nut meats. One pound of 
brown sugar is the right amount to use with 
this quantity of nuts. Some makers put the 
sugar to boil with four tablespoonfuls of water 
and one spoonful of butter, and, when boiling 
add the pecans, some cut fine, some cut only 
once, and other pieces twice. This mixture 
they let boil until it begins to bubble, when 
they lay it out on a marble slab. This is stirred 
constantly until it begins to turn to Sugar, and 
it is because of this that it has such a nice

One piece of apparatus is known as the 
pulmotor.

When the pressure in the lungs becomes 
greater than that of the outside air the in- 
take automatically cuts off and an exhaust, 
lower than that of the outside air, cuts into 
the circuit. 

When the lungs are so emptied that the 
pressure is lower than that of the outside 
air the exhaust automatically cuts out and 
the intake cuts in. 

If the patient is breathing but uncon- 


.gcious, the automatic breathing part of the 
apparatus is cut out and the oxygen-air 
‘mixture flows straight to the nose mask. 


The, other apparatus is that devised by 
Dr. H. M. Richter of Chicago. It consists 
of a tank of compressed air tubes leading 


to the face mask and a valve operated by an 


electric switch. The air flows from the tank 
to the lungs for two seconds, whereupon the 
switch throws the valve, and for two seconds 
the natural elasticity.of the lungs and chest 
walls forces the air out.

Thus, among the equerries of the king is 
Lord Marcus Beresford, brother of Admiral 
Lord Charles Beresford, who was the co- 
respondent in the suit brought by Capt. 
Charles Buller of the Royal Horse guards 
against his wife, a case which was rendered 
extremely sensational through the inter- 
vention of the then queen’s proctor.
